QUARANTINE, Staten Islam!, Sept. 10. 


— At liWl this morning Dr. Jenkins re- 
ceived the following from Swinburn 
over tho cable, signed by Dr. Dyron: 
"llnvo visited tho Scandla this evening 
and find the following: Totnl number 
nf passengers 1,080; cabin eighteen, 
steerage U81, crew seventy-seven. On 
thu 
voyage there wore thirty-two 


deaths of which there were twenty- 
nine in steerage, one In cabin and two 
among the crew. I am starting In our 
tug Crystal Water to transfer seven 
cases strlekon with tho plague to the 
hospital hero on Swinburn island. 


The Soandla sailed from Hamburg on 


August 35, and was due hero Thurs- 
day. Tt has been variouely reported 
that she had abou*. 900 steerage pas- 
funigcrn and it has iboen expected that 
him would be tho final coup of. the 
plnguo-rlddcn American company, and 
the report shows that tho first fervrs 
are more than realized. No such mor- 
tality as that which Capt. Kopff has

fore been recorded during tho oresont 
reign of the plague. 


The Hamburg'Amorlcan Co. now has 


Rlx ships under tho ban of the health 
ofllcors, to-wlt: Tho Moravia, Rugia, 
Normannla, Wieland, Stubbenhuk and 
thu Scandia. 


Tho terrible report this morning cer- 


tainly justifies the fears of the health 
ofllccr, and also his great anxiety to 
provide a safe refuge for the souls that 
ntlll retain health aboard thu vessels in 
thu lower roadstead. 


Tho Situation In Hamburg. 


IlAMfurito, Sept. 0.— The weather has 


been bright, and there 1ms been a cool 
briic/e to-day 
Although tho ther- 


mometer has stood nt CD degrees Fah- 
renheit most of tho day tho rise in tem- 
perature has been hardly noticeable, as 
tho air has been dry and invigorating. 
The decrease in tho number of fresh 
raws and deaths continues. To-day's 
cases number 108 fewer than yester- 
day, tho dead number 3*18. There have 
been 100 burials. In the cholera hos- 
pitals 2,051 patients are under treat- 
ment. 


.Since yesterday afternoon there has 


boon n rapid decline of tho epidemic in 
thu Harbor district, and to-night but 
thlriy or forty patients are In the "hoi- 
era Uarrachs there. Tho general be'- 
torment of tho city's prospects is al-

General emigration of laborers has

Tho commit- 
tees are not only showing tho working 
people how to fight the cholera, but 
also nro distributing food among all 
who Imvo no money to buy It. Sub- 
scriptions have been requested from a 
cltloH In the empire, as the work must 
lie rontlnund for several weeks, and tho 
expenditures will be enormous.

SAB WRIGHT SHOOTS HIS MISTRESS 


And Then Turns the Weapon Against 


Himself

MEMPHIS, Tonn., Sept 10.—This city 


was tho scene of another sensational 
iragcdy last, night, when Sam Wright, 
formerly a conductor on tho Illinois 
Central railroad, shot and probably 
fatally injured his octoroon mistress, 
Julia Childress, and then blew his 
Vains ont.

whipped out a pistol and fired at her 
twiie. Then ho paused and taking a 
more deliberate aim lauded the third 
bullet in her breast Tho woman fled 
screaming, and Wright rushed into the 
street, ran in front of a grocery 
store fired into it and turning a 
corner placed the pistol against his 
head and firing the bullet into his 
brain, fell to the earth and died in a 
few momenta 


Wright's 
came to Memphis from 


Louisville, and it is said he belongs to 
a good family.

Many buildings are al- 
ready draped in mourning and flags are 
flying at half-mast 


Mr. Whittier left a will containing a 


number of bequests to charitable insti- 
tutions as well as to relatives and 
friends. Tho document will bo given 
to the public in due time. Tho item 
which refers to his funeral is, however, 
made public. It is as follows: "It is 
my wish that my funeral may be con- 
ducted in the plainest quiet way of the 
Society of Friends with which I am 
connected, not only by birthright, but 
also by a settled conviction of tho 
truth of its principles and tho im- 
portance of its testimony. 


The following request is also con- 


tained in tho will: "I entrust my man- 
uscript, letters and papers to Samuel

large double room for the nse of the 
classes in natural sciences, and the build- 
ing us it now stands ia ft thoroughly 
modern structure, a magnificent build- 
ing which would bo a credit to any city. 
It combines every convenience which 
will add to the comfort and promote the 
health of tbe eoholiirs, and affords every 
advantage for thorough and systematic 
instruction. Tbe building is heated and 
venti'utetl throughout by the Knttan 
system. The sanitary arrangements are 
of the very best. A handsome new bel- 
fry adorns the building adding much to 
the beauty of the same. The windows in 
the old portion ot the building have all 
been changed to tbe modern single glass 
sash and a large bay window reaching 
from top to bottom has been added to 
the east side of the old structure which 
makes the rooms much more cheerful. 
The interior ot the new portion is fin- 
ished in the most modern style, the wall 
in white coating and the woodwork in 
hard pine finished in oil. On each floor 
is a drinking fountain and washstand. 
On the flrst floor in tho southeast corner 
is the library which will be supplied with 
all the latest scientific and other books. 
Adjoining thin and communicating by a 
door is the superintendent's public and 
private Dittoes, next is a new class room, 
also wardrobes and teachers' closet. On 
the second floor is the principal's office 
and two large class rooms, with closets 
and wardrobes. Third floor is the 
handsome new laboratory. 
This de- 


partment having three separate rooms, 
a clnss room, the laboratory supplied 
with all tho very latest accessories with 
plenty ot gas and water, and a dark room 
for experimental purposes, and two class 
rooms. Enoh pupil will have a separate 
seat and each room will contain 64 single 
desks. The yard will be graded and 
beautified, and fine large conerete walks 
will lead from the street to the doors. All 
in all the High School building is a beau- 
tiful structure and tho patrons of Deoa- 
tnr public schools should be proud of 
the name and call and inspect it. 


THE O. II. DEBFF.E SCHOOL, 


Situated on the corner of Jasper and
